From the intake forms we believe that is because we 
saw an increased number of women with strong support. 


Comments: There was an increase in the number of parenting classes provided during this quarter due to more clients returning for classes after 
the birth of the baby. This shows that the mentoring relationships being developed during pregnancy are carrying over after the baby is born.
